\\ lien he reached the sixth window 
south of the round house entrance 
where a piece of iron piping 
pro­ 
trudes, he knew a lam}) hanging near 
it, and reached through to get it. 
Just under this light is a table, and 
on the table near the window is a 
piece of iron which is used for a so-t 
of anvil 
upon 
which was 
standing, 
when 
the man who works 
at the 
bench left it. a galvanized iron pail. 
This had been pushed to the other 
side of the table. 
Under the anvil there is a broad 
piece of sheet iron, which partially 
covers the table, and this iron is rest­ 
ing upon a bolt running through a 
rod which goes 
down 
to the floor 
where another bolt goes through it 
into the ground. 
It is thought that 
a circuit may 
have 
been 
caused 
though the large anvil and the vo l­ 
tage thus increased and that Bettin 
may have rested his hand upon the 
anvil while he reached tor the light.
